Dean A. D. Kirvvaii < xplained this week that the 
ruling against freshmen having cars is a long stand- 
ing rule of tin I niM isitv Be said one reason for 
the ruling is because of the lack of parking places 
on campus. Freshmen live in the dormitories, he 
s iid. and so don't need cars. 

From the academic point of view. Dean Kirwan 
said, it is bad for freshmen to have cars. It is the 
first time mam of them have Ix'en away from home 
and on their ow n. and cars can lx- a great 
tio.i tor them to forget alxnif the things they 

to I K to do. he said. 

Dean Kirwan explained that tlx- judicial 
ti-e mad that MMJ freshmen were disregarding 
the rule and that something had to be done. They 
voted a < -on pie of wicks ago to plate a ten dollar 
fine on such students. 

We realize that for anv organization or structure 
such as a university to function correctly, rules must 
lx- laid down and enforced, but we think it is too 
late in the year to begin fining freshmen for having 
cars in their possession. It will not do any good. 

It is too near tin end of the semester for a stu- 
dent to take his car home since he wants to keep 
it to tarry his lie-longings home when school is out. 
Fear of being fined ten dollars will probably not 
BMW students to take their car home at this time 
of thi' semester. 

Fining this years freshmen will have no effect 
on next vear's freshmen. The time to 
forcing the rule is next fall. 



might Ik- sensitive about it. Instead of producing 
school spirit in students, they might feel they arc 
lieing made fun of or l>eing ridiculed. 

Faulkner said Sukv will plan some type of |x-n- 
alty for freshmen not wearing Ix-anies. If a student 
doesn't want to wear a beanie, he should not lx- 
forced to do so.

W hat alxiut freshman foreign students? Are they 
going to be forced to wear beanies? This would 
not make a very good impression on them. 

Faulkner said he intends to talk with Hemic 
Shivelv and Dean A. D. Kirwan to see if it can he 
made compulsory that freshmen buy beanies as 
they go through registration next fall. If the Ad- 
ministration approves the idea of forcing freshmen 
to wear heanies. then they have no room to criti- 
cize the hazing and lu ll week carried on by fra- 
ternities. If I'K returns to beanies, then fraternities 
should replace help week w ith hell week. 

We compliment Sukv on their attempt to raise 
the school spirit at UK. because it is needed. But 
we disagree with the plan to have freshmen wear 
beanies. It's true that such an idea if put in effect 
would set freshmen apart from the other students, 
but will this raise school spirit? 

Until a few years ago. freshmen wore beanies. If 
lx-anies raise school spirit, why w as the practice dis-
